In a letter made public by Sen- 


ator Frank J. Dick (R-Q incy), a 
member of the Illinois Veterans 
Compensation committee now stu- 
dying soldier bonus plans, the gov- 
ernor said: 


"Unofficially I have heard that 


the veterans compensation com- 
mission has been discussing an in- 
crease in the sales tax as a means 
of financing the proposed bonus. 


"I most earnestly recommend 


that the commission exhaust other 
possible means of financing the 
bonus before you render your final 
report." 


After the governor's views were 


made known, Senator Everett R. 
Peters (R-St. Joseph), commission 
chairman, said he would oppose a 
sales tax increase before the com- 
mission. 


After five months' 
study the 


commission yesterday agreed to 
recommend that the governor call 
a special session of the legislature 
to enact bonur payments estimated 
by Sen. Everett R. Peters (R-Stl 
Joseph) to average 5365 for army 
and S335 for navy veterans of 
World War n. 


Peters, commission 
chairman, 


said the recommended payments 
would be based on $15 for each 
month of overseas duty and S10 for 
domestic service between Sept. 16, 
1940, and Nov. 1, 1945. 


Commission 
estimates 
placed 


average service at 29 months for 
soldiers, including 15 months over- 
seas, The average navy man had 
j.9 months crer&eas duty of 24 
months in service. 


Under the commission plan a 


minimum of $50 would be paid vet- 
erans who served 60 days or more, 
Peters said. Surnors of

Low Meat Supply to 
Stay Thru Summer, 


Washington Fears 


Adverse Forecast Brings 


Rumors of Resumption 


of Rationing 


Washington, April 17—(AP) — 


The nation's meat supply is sag- 
ging to wartime ration levels and 
may stay there until early fall. 


This situation was disclosed by 


the agriculture department in a 
statement on how it will divide 
supplies during 
the 
April-June 


quarter among civilians, the arm- 
ed forces, and needy areas abroad. 


The per capita civilian meat 


supply at least until July 1 is 
expected to be at an annual aver- 
age rate of 132 pounds (carcass 
weight basis), as compared with 
the 147-pound annual rate avail- 
able during the first three months 
of the year. 


In 1943 when wartime meat ra- 


tioning was inaugurated, the aver- 
age for civilian supplies was 136 
pounds annually. 


Lehman Asks Rationing 


This adverse forecast on the 


meat outlook coincided with an 
appeal from Herbert H. Lehman 
for a renewal of consumer ration- 
ing if this country is to meet its 
famine relief commitments abroad. 


The former Director General of 


UNRRA charged the government 
with "faulty planning and unreal- 
istic measures" in seeking to cope 
with the world food crisis. He 
said abandonment of rationing in 
this country after V-J day was 
"a most unfortunate decision." 


Lehman's call for renewed ra- 


tioning was echoed by the CIO's 
political action committee which 
urged the immediate resumption 
jot wartime food controls in the 
interest of famine relief. 


President Truman has said he 


would not object to a return to 
rationing if such a course became 
absolutely essential, but he ex- 
pressed hope it would not be nec- 
essary.

life span was offered by Rep. Wol- 
cott (R-Mich). 


Earlier the house refused to kill

clause of the OPA extension bill. 


Rankin shouted to the house, 


"if you want to destroy the confi- 
dence of the American people in 
their government, just continue 
this communistic OPA".

He noted that it would take 


months to put rationing into op- 
eration, and meanwhile the effect 
might be the hoarding of wheat 
rather than the freeing of it. 


The department estimates that 


5,360.500,000 pounds of meat will 
be available for all purposes this 
quarter, compared with 6,026,900,- 
000 pounds last quarter. American 
civilians will be allocated 85 per 
cent of the second quarter sup- 
ply. 
Six per cent goes to the 


armed forces, and the remainder 
to U. S. territories and needy 
overseas areas. 


This decline in supplies reflects 


a normal seasonal drop in farm 
marketings of livestock and the 
fact that less than normal re- 
serves moved into cold 
storage 


during the heavy winter produc- 
tion months. The termination of 
rationing late last fall permitted 
consumers to buy a larger-than- 
normal portion of the winter sea- 
son slaughter.

Causes Problems 


Wadsworth Says 


Planning Commission is 


Suggested in Speech 


to Lions Club 


Citing, among Dixon's many 


problems, the housing problem, 
congested conditions in the busi- 
ness district, inadequate parking 
regulation, and an undermanned 
police department, Attorney E. S. 
Wadsworth, speaking yesterday 
before the Dixon Lions club at a 
luncheon meeting in the Hotel Dix- 
on, declared that the city is not 
planning for tomorrow. 


In a speech on "Planning for A 


City's Development" 
Wadsworth 


said that these problems \yere dis- 
cussed two years ago, along with 
many other topics, but the lack of 
an immediate necessity caused the 
problems to fade. 


In his speech he said: 
A citizen of Dixon recently pur- 


chased a small tract of land on 
North Galena avenue and commen- 
ced the erection of a garage on the 
premises. 
Neighboring property 


is owned by several of Dixon's 
professional men and used for their 
homes. These neighbors, and others 
in a similar situation, signed pe- 
titions against the construction of 
this building, and have also peti- 
tioned the Lee County Board 
of Supervisors for the appointment 
of a county zoning commission to 
provide a zoning ordinance that 
will protect property owners out- 
side of our city limits. In addi- 
tion to this, the neighboring prop- 
erty owners have filed an action 
in the Lee county Circuit court 
requesting an injunction against 
the erection of this garage, but to 
date no action has been obtained 
on the request for an injunction. 


The city of Dixon, a few years 


ago. established a zoning ordinance

in relation to all real estate lo- 
cated within the city limits. This 
ordinance provides certain special 
zones for industrial, commercial, 
semi-residential and residential 
purposes. The purpose of the ord- 
inance was to limit the use of 
property in the future to the uses 
to which it had been devoted in the 
past. It prohibits the invasion of 
choice residential areas with 
stores, gasoline stations, or other 
business establishments, except- 
ing those locations where such a 
business was in operation at the 
time the ordinance became effec- 
tive. It further provides that prop- 
erty in a residential area used for 
business purposes shall revert to 
residential use upon the abandon- 
ment of such property for the 
business to which it was formerly 
.devoted. More plainly, property 
formerly used for greenhouse pur- 
poses cannot be later devoted to a 
grocery store upon the abandon- 
ment of the greenhosue. Accord- 
ingly, under, the ordinance, prop- 
erty owners are protected against 
invasion of conditions that will, or 
may, decrease the value of their 
property or render it less valuable 
for the purposes to which they ex- 
pected it to be used when they 
purchased it. 


Zoning ordinances are a restric- 


tion upon the legal right of prop- 
erty owners to use their property 
as they see fit, and are based upon 
the welfare of the community. Pre- 
vious to such ordinances property 
owners were always protected, un- 
der the common law, against 
neighboring nuisances, and could 
obtain injunctions against iivery 
stables being operated next to 
their property. . . but the use 
complained of had to be of such a 
nuisance that it 
affected 
the 


health, or morals of the neighbor- 
hood, or was such as to cause 
a continuing loss to adjacent prop- 
erty irreparable in ordinary legal 
actions. 


Had this garage been built upon 


land next east or south of it's 
actual location, it would have 
been within the city limits and 
within Dixon's zoning ordinance 
and 
subject 
to an 
injunction 


against building a business estab- 
lishment in a zoned residential 
area. But, the garage is being built 
upon land outside the city 'limits 
where no zoning ordinance applies. 
For this reason it cannot be en- 
joined, unless after construction, it 
is operated in such a way as to 
become a legal nuisance by of- 
fending the health or morals of the 
neighborhood. 


This matter raises the question 


. . . what, if anything, is being 
done, to prevent other businesses 


or industries from invading resi- 
dential areas located outside our 
limits? If we are to try to induce 
manufacturing establishments and 
business establishments to come to 
Dixon, where are they to locate? 
Vacant property is .scarce and 
high priced in the downtown area. 
The garage on North Galena will 
be built for less than the cost of 
a vacant lot in the business area! 
In a sense, the people who live 
outside the city limits, do not con- 
tribute to the taxes that provide 
the benefits of sidewalks, streets, 
fire equipment, sewers, police, etc. 
Yet they are of the greater Dixon! 
If all the vacant property in Dix- 
on were to built upon, it still would 
not provide for 7,000 of Dixon's 
greater area who live just outside 
the limits! And, for the reason 
that many cannot afford to buy 
or build 510,000 homes, or 550,000 
store buildings, they are compelled 
to locate where property values 
are lower.

What Price Fame? 


"Who's Who" is a. valuable pub- 


lication, but hardly what you'd 
caU snappy or provocative. 
It 


never occurred to us that anyone 
would study it. or having done so, 
reach some ominous conclusions. 
But that's exactly what's hap- 
pened. 
The bearer of the heavy tiamgs 


is Dr Mapheus Smith, educator, 
author, sociologist of the Selective 
Service system, and, of course, 
listed in ""Who's Who." He has 
risen from his study of this thick 
volume of American biography 
with the sobering announcement 
that fame is unhealthy. In fact, 
lie says it is likely to carry a per- 
son off before his time. 


Our natural impulse, on hearing 


this, was to lock the office, throw 
the key away, stop trying to 
amount to something, and just 
concentrate on living out our nor- 
mal life span. 
But before suc- 


cumbine to the impulse, we de- 
cided to dip into "Who's Who" and 
confirm our worst suspicions The 
dip. we are' happy to report, left 
us somewhat refreshed. 


In the brief time that we dared 


spare, we decided to sample the 
first 100 Smiths in the book. 
"Who's Who'' is full of Smiths. 
and we didn't get over as far as 
Smith, (James) Mapheus. But our 
sample did afford what might 
seem a typlcal estimate of long- 
evitv and distinction, as repre- 
sented by the typical and prolific 
tribe of which Dr. J. Mapheus is a 
member. 


The first 100 Smiths, we found, 


have an average age of 61, as 
against the average American's 
life expectancy of 65 years. That 
didn't "seem too high a price for 
fame. And when you reflect that 
the roster of "Who's Who" is pre- 


" ponderantly masculine, and that 


the average American male's life 
expectancy is roughly 63 years, 
the price seemed still more rea- 
sonable. 


Of course, all those Smiths may 


shortly succumb to the burden of 
fame. But right now they seem 
to be doing well. In" fact, 11 of 
them are past 80 and still bearing 
the burden, with no apparent ill

Washington and Lincoln 
are not regarded by Americans 
generally as holy men, however, 
and no person of prominence has 
yet had the effrontery to declare 
that Roosevelt was holy.
